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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that each reference in the 
examiner's rejection does not completely disclose applicant's claimed invention. The examiner points out that in a 103 rejection no single 
reference will fully disclose applicant's invention, otherwise it would be a 102. Stating that Schneier does not disclose a predetermined 
number of failed attempts, and that See does not disclose deleting a key are not convincing arguments, since the examiner's rejection 
already admits these lacking. If See disclosed deleting a session key, the examiner would not have cited Schneier. Nonetheless, the 
combination is obvious. Applicant attempts to traverse the examiner's official notice, but has not stated what he finds to be wrong with 
the official notice. Applicant seems to state that negotiating a session key to start a session is not well know in the art. The examiner 
supplies Merritt, UPSN 5,475,756, who states that negotiating session keys was well know in the art in 1995 (column 6 lines 54-63). With 
regard to applicant's argument that an inquiry signal in Abraham is not stored in the terminal, the examiner points out that the encrypted 
challenge message must be stored to be decrypted . 
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
